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; Democracy is on the lips of everybody. 
E a has been talked of and Chought about pea the war more than any other 
= one subject. 

And now that the war is over it is still the subject uppermost in American minds. 

The returning soldier wants to know how much of this demucracy he is going to experience. 

Organizeu labor is quite determined that it is going to enjoy a wider measure of it. 

The women of our land are declaring that they must have a Jarger share of its benefits. 

And coming closer home the players, both those in the dramatic field and those in 
vaudeville, are raising their voices and insisting upon their right to participate also. 

A great many people, politicians, leadcrs and organizations think that they know how to 
harmonize all these demands and bring their granting about. 

People were never so ready for changes. 

The time was never so ripe for doing big things for humanity, for civilization and for progress. 

Almost everyone is imbued with th2 desire to do something. 

Almost everyone has well defined ideas of how to go about it. 

But these hopes, aspirations, wishes and the spirit of acquiescence and good will with 
which they are permeated must be translated into rractical plans. 

And the plans must be completed without long or unreasonable delay. 

The soldier boys are returning at the rate of 50,000 monthly. 

Soon the monthly average will be 75,000 and eventually much higher. 

And reconstruction must go on apace, which means that there are big problems—problems 
of the first magnitude before us. 

There is nothing alarming in the situation however. They can all be solved provided 
transition to a peace basis can be brought about without SUDDEN AND SHARP breaks in 
wages or prices. 

It is especially important that production be speeded up and kept on the high in all lines 
that our new foreign markets will demand. As long as the factories are wide open and the 
wheels turning at their capacity capital can stand high wages and labor can afford to be 
goodnatured. 

Unfortunately business is evincing a disposition to slow up and pause. 

Capital, notoriously timid, wants to be shown. Thereby it is standing in its own light = 
and injuring its own interests. 

Labor is disposed to be unduly restive, fractious and exacting, which is anything but = 
reassuring to capital. 

What is needed is team-work and understanding. 

Compromises right now are infinitely preferable to open breaks. 

Lockouts and strikes only put off and defer the big boom that is coming. 

Democricy if it means anything means the square deal. 

To insure the square deal both parties in the game must deal squarely. 

The country is like a big tinder box. 

Let us hope that the spark which may set it afire will not be struck in a clash between 
managers and actors.

TRADE COMMISSION’S 


INVESTIGATION ADJOURNS 


After Holding Sessions for Five Days—Hearing To 
Be Resumed at Pleasure of the Commis- 
sion—Nothing Startling Devel- 
oped During Week 


New York, Feb. 8—The second day’s 
proceedings in Federal Court, No. 1, in 
the Woolworth Building, New York 
City, in the case of the Federal Trade 
Commission against V. M. P. A., N. V. 
A. U. B. O., Vaudeville Collection Agency 
et al., took place last Tuesday, s‘arting 
promptly at 10 o’clock, andthe investiga- 
tion has lasted each full day since until 
yesterday afternoon at 3:30, when the 
case was adjourned at the pleasure of 
the Federal Trade Commission, Mr. 
Walsh, the Government attorney, hav- 
ing to go to Washington, t* Ix- 
aminer, Charles S. Moore, announcing 
that the Commission would give notice 
when the inquisition would proceed. 

Nothing very sensational or startling 
has developed during this wee, with 
the possible exception of Pat Casey 
admitting that the Vaudeville Man- 
agers’ Protective Association had con- 
tributed to Goldie Pemberton a portion 
of the costs of the Supreme Court's in- 
vestigation into the affairs of the 
White Rats Actors’ Union, also that 
he admitted renting a room opposite 
the White Rat Club House, on Forty- 
sixth street, and hiring ecertcin parties 
to watch the goings and comings 
from the club house during the strike 
period. Another fact established was 
the workings of the Vaudeville Collec- 
tion Agency, from which E. F. Albee 
draws a yearly salary of $20,000 per 
year as president. Mr. Casey denied 
any knowledge of workings of the U. 
B. O., stating that he wished he had 
been in on it.

The respondents and each of them,

WAR REVENUE 


Will Be Contributed by Every Branch of Amuse- 
ment World Under Provisions of 
Bill Adopted by House 


NOW READY FOR SENATE 


Ticket Speculators Outside New York City Face 
Heavy Surtax—Cabaret Admission 
Tax Also Is High 


Washington, Feb. 8.—By a vote of} 
310 to 11 the House tonight adopted 
the conference report on the war rev- 
enue bill without making any changes. 
All that now remains to make the 
measure ready for the President’s 
signature is the Senate ratification of 
the conference report. Should the 
Senate concur in the action of the 
House and the President signs the 
bill the law will become effective 
\pril 1. 


As finally agreed upon it provides 
for a tax upon theaters and amuse- 
ment enterprises in general, every 
branch of the entertainment business 
coming in for its full share in furnish- 
ing war revenue receipts. Eecause of 
the active campaign waged by thea- 
ter managers to acquaint the public 
with the injustice of the proposed in- 
crease in the tax on theater admis- 
sions, this tax was left at the pres- 
ent rate of ten per cent. In addition 
to this theater- owners must pay an 
annual tax according to the seating 
capacity of their houses. 


Ticket speculators outside of New 
York City face a heavy surtax, the 
new bill providing that tickets sold 
anywhere other than the regular box- 
office shall be taxed 5 per cent of the 
excess price if sold for 50 cents or less, 
and if sold for more than 50 cents 
they are to be taxed 50 per cent of 
the entire excess. This tax will make 
no difference in New York, as the 
local ordinance prohibits selling tickets 
for more than 50 cents over the box- 
office price. 

The cabaret admission tax, based 
upon the amount expended by the pa- 
tron for refreshments, is 1% cents on 
each 10 cents. 

The main provisions for the war 
revenue bill relating to taxes on 
amusement enterprises is as follows: 

TITLE IX.—EXCISE TAXES 


Section 900. That there shall be 
levied, assessed, collected, and paid

“We have no excuse to offer and are ready 
to defend our position. We are not to blame 
if the outside agent has grafted this as an 
excuse for exacting more than five per cent from 
the performer, nor are we to blame If the 
performer insists, In the first place, on having 
an outside agent.’’ 

This seems to carry the tmnntation at lensf, 
that the performer can get slong very well 
withont the outside agent. You hardly agree 


with that, do yon, Mr, Casey?

A. I do not think they paid her attorney's 
fee.

The Witness: Mr. Sapinsky called to see me 
after this suit had been started and told me 
that the suit had been started by this woman; 
he wanted to know whether or not the V. M. 
Pf. A. would pay part of the expense of the 
trial. He convinced me that it was a good 
thing to iron out and that it was something 
that would benefit the artists by getting to the 
bottom of this accusation. to find out whether 
or not it was so, and I did agree to pay part 
of the expense of the trial. 

Q. And did you so pay part? 

A. Yea, sit, 

Q. To whet extent? 

A. I do not just know. 

During further examination and cross erx- 
amination Mr. Casey stated that all he knew 
nbout seme actors being intimidated by the 
White Rats Actors’ Union was what he had 
read in the papers. Mr. Casey admitted that 
the strike hurt the theaters in Boston the same 
os in New York. The Vaudeville Managers’ 
Protective Association, however, had plenty of 
nets to take their place; in fact had a full 
show sitting in the audience while one was 
on the stage. The managers alxo had to hire 
extra police to protect the public. It took the 
vandeville interests three or fonr months to 


recover, The strike cost in the neighborhood 
vf $206,000. 


When Mr. Casey first went as manager of 
the V. M. TP. A. it was trring to combat 
the White Rats’ strike, and since then we have 
arbitrated and arranged matters of difference 
hetween managers and artistx. During the first 
year one thousand cases and complaints were 
heard and decisions rendered on. In fact, Mr. 
Casey sxnid, the V. . P. A. Was more for 
the artists than for the members, 

. The Vendes'lie Managers’ Protective As- 
Sociation conducts po business, 

A. No. 

Q. Issues no orders to anyone? 

A. No, but during the fuelless days I sng- 
gested to the members of the V. M. P. A. that 
they should pay the actor, the stage hands, 
musicians, etc., their full salaries, and in every 
case but one this was done. 

Mr. Casey further stated that each member 
of the V. VM. P. A. pays $5 per week to the 
organ'zation, and that it had no other income, 
Asked regarding the complaint burean of the 


Vv. M. P. A. Mr. Casey said it consisted of 
Clande Mille, Henry Chesterfield and himself, 
and was used by actors whether employed by 


members of the V. M. P. A. or not, and he added 


that actors never bad a bureau to collect sal- 
aries for them before, 


Mr. Casey said that out of the 907 theaters 
playing vaudeville in the United States forty 
es ceut Were members of the V. M, P. A. 

Witness also admitted that there were about 
°0,000 vaudeville artixts in Awerica, and that 
if every theater was o)cu regularly there 
would be ten to twelve tiotsund continually 
unemployed. 

Mr, Casey sald: The supply exceeds the de- 

Mand, and has done ever s.uce I have been in 
(be busivess, In my candid opinion artists 
woild wot get 25 per cent es much work 
if tuey did pot have a personal representative, 
The main thing is that there is only a small 
percentage of actors who will get up in the 
morning and hustle for himself or herself, In 
fact in all my experience I've never seen an 
actor looking for work early in the morning, 
* As‘an instance of go.d work done by the ar- 
hitration board of the V. M. P, A. and N. V. A,, 
ora Youngblood Corson, who was canceled at 
the Family Theater, Rochester, sued the man- 
ager for the money some time ago, giving the 
case to Joseph J. Myers. Te communicated 
with me, ard | immed ately sent him a check 
for the amount recovering same later from the 
nianager of the Rochester theater, 


Myers acknowledged rece'pt of this, and 
rote Casey: “I am Most happily surprised at 
our courteous treatment and quick action.’’ Mr. 
Myers is attorney for the White Ruts, 

Under examination Mr, Casey said that some- 
times artists’ representatives were of great 
benefit to the actor from anotber point of view, 
mak ng small-time acts big-time offerings, by 
offering suggestions as to scenery, wa 
ete. 

Cross examination by Mr. Goodman: 

Q. Mr. Casey, when did you become manager 
of me. Vaudeville Managers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation 

A. I think in September cf 1918.

Mr, Goodman: You tave shown, Mr, Exam- 
incr, or the Commission has shown and of- 
fered in evidence, a series of articles signed 
Vandeville Managers’ Protective Association, 
Without aty argument, it ix obvious that 
there must have been some reason for those 
articles and the articles themselves, some of 
them, at any rate, show th it they were an 
answer to a statement made or published by 
the White Rats Actors’ Unien. Now, the Com- 
mission is obviously not going to get a fair 
understanding of what this Is all about unless 
the articles and statements that were pub- 
lished in Variety by the White Rats Actors’ 
Union are brought to their attention, 

Mr. Walsh: 1 have no objection to your 
getting it in, 

Mr. Goodman: Mr. Walsh. there ia, and 
there were, a lot of questions asked by you 
that might have been objected to as hearsay, 
and there could have been a technical objec- 
tion raised to.

Examiner Moore: Proceed. 

By Mr. Goodman: 

Q. Did you see this article in Variety in 
the issue of Variety of October 26, 1919 
(showlng same to witness)? 

A. I have already answered that I am very 
sure that I did. 

Mr. Goodman: I offer it in evidence. 

Mr. Walsh: No onbjection. 

Cross-questioned by John Walsh, chief counse! 
for the Federal Trade Comm'xsion, Mr. Casey 
said that the United Booking Offices did not 
book all the big-time houses, as there still re. 
mained the Orpheum and Interstate Circuit 
which they did net book. He pointed out, 
however, that these cireu'ts booked acts for ter. 
ritory west of Chicag» ard the United Booking 
Offices for the territory east of Chicago. 

Sarah Bernhardt's name figured in the tes- 
timony of Mr. Casey when he was asked by Mer, 
Kelly as to the poxs'bilities of operating a 
vaudeville honse under the closed shop plan of 
the White Rats’ organization. 

“Tt would be impossible for Mme. Bernhardt 
to work,”’ Mr. Causey said, “unless she first 
became a member of a labor union. It might 
be impossible for her to act at all for the rea- 
son that members of the union m'‘ght find that 
there were numbers of thelr members out of 
work and demand booking for them first.’’ 

Mr. Casey concluded by saying that ‘Under 
these circumstances acts would not keep up 
with the times and all vaudeville bouses would 
soon have to close thelr doors.” 

Interrogated by Mr. Goodman, Mr. Casey 
further testified that labor unionism would 
lower the prestige of the business, and that it 
Was impossible to standardize the work of the 
actor the same as that of a laborer, acts all 
relying upon merit only. 

“What effect would the close] shop have 
Upon the actor to produce new idess?’ 

“It would not work.” 

Asked what the condition of vandeville was 
at present Mr. Casey said it was flourishing 
more than at any other time in the hixtory of 
the world, salaries had increased, theaters 
lave increased and the attendance bigger and 
be'ter than ever, 

In connection with the Oklahoma strike Mr. 
Ca-ey sold he believed that the stage hands 
and musicians walked out first, and then the 
actors, 

Morris Slotkin was sworn, and stated that 
he conducted vandeville and picture theaters, 
the Lyric and the Olympte, in Bnffalo, N. Y., 
booked by Gux Sun of Springfield. O. He stated 
that he had never hooked tnru Walter J. Plim- 
mer. Regarding Cora Yonneblood Corson, Mr. 
Slotkin sald she was canceled over the phone on 
@ message from Gus Sun, which sald tf she 
was played he would not furnish me the balance 
of the show. 

“I offered to settle with her for $150, but 
she refused, Said she would take $200, and I 
settled.’’ 
Q. Why did you not let her play? 
A. I could not get other acts to play with 
her. Mr. Sun said the other acts would not 
play with her. Sa'd he would not give me any 
show that week, because she was not a member 
of the N. V. A, 

Mr. Slotkin subsequently met Gns Sunn and

The affairs of the Vanderille Collectio~ Agency 
Were next gone into, by bringing to the stand 
Harry W. Gugler, assixtant secretary and as- 
sistant treasurer of that agency. Mr. Gugler 
Stated that he himself, with the ald of an as- 
sistant, practically conducted the business, un- 
der the direction of Mr. Goodman. The owners 
of stock in the arency were Minnie Goodman, 
the late Paul Keith, FE. F. Albee. Jolin J. Mur- 
dock, Tau-a F. Athee and Ethel Albee. Tie 
directors cf the Vandev'lle Collection Agency 
were F. PF. A'bee, J. J. Murdock and Erwin F. 
Lauder, Jr. (a son-in-lInw of Mr. Albee's). 
Asked by Mr. Walsh to expla'n the methods 
employed by the Collection Agency to collect 
artists’ representatives’ fees from actors Mr. 
Gugler stated that he recetved instroctions 
from Mr. Goodman to send requisitions to dif 
ferent theaters, asking the treneurer of each 
house to dednct the stipulated amount from 
the actor's salary and rem't him a check. In 
some instances these fees amounted to $100, and 
in many $125. 

Q. And then, when yon received remittances 
from the d'fferent treasnrers of the theaters. dd 
you turn over the various amounts collected to 
the arti<ts" representatives? 

A. Yee, sir.” 

. The fnll amount? 

A. No, sir. We deducted onr commission. 

Q. What did that amount to? 

A. In some cases we deducted 50 per cent 
for our services, 

. In how many cases did you deduct this 
5) per cent? 

A. About 42 per cent of the representatives 
Were charged 50 per cent. 

Q. Did yon ever have moch 
lecting 


trouble in col- 
these fees from the actors? 

. No, sir, not as a rule. The manager, or 
treasurer, deducts the amounts and remits to 
ng. 

In some cases, Mr. Gueler an'd, that represen- 
tatives were charged a third of the amount co!- 
lected.

Q. What salaries do the officers of the Vaude- 
ville Collection Agency receive? 

A. Mr, Albee receives $20,000 a year. 
Murdock $15,000, the late Paul Keith 
and Maurice Goodman $10,000. 

Q. How much money did the agency collect 
last year? 

A. Over $200,000, 

Q. Whom do you ever receive instructions 
from? 

A. No one but Mr. Goodman. 

Asked by Mr. Kelly, Mr. Gngler eatd that 
the Government accountants who bad gore over 
his books sald that they were some of the best 
kept beocks thee had ever seen, 

At the opening of the proceedings on Thre 
day morning the first witness sworn was Ilenry 
Chesterfield, secretary of the National Vaile 
ville Artiste, who explained that this organiza 
tion was conducted solely for the benefit of 
the artist, and was engaged in no other busl- 
ness.

Baltimore, Feb. 8.—Take It From Me, which 
was put across at the Auditorium Monday night, 
to the intense delight of an audience that taxed 
the capacity of the theater. is SOME show! 
It is a mixture of farce, musical comedy and 
burlesque, full of songs and laughter, with a 
cast that can act, sing and dgance. Will B. 
Joynstone, a young newspaper man of New York, 
is the author, and he has crowded enough fun 
into the play alone to assure its success, while 
the composer, Will R, Anderson, has furnished 
some extremely catchy tunes. 

Between the jokes, songs and dances a bit 
of a plot is developed that in itself is amusing. 
The incidents in the plot are all taken from real 
life in a big city department store, just as 
the author saw them in his professional e1- 
perience with the big advertising stores, and 
a number of “types’’ are introduced that are 
easily recognizable by everyone who either 
patronizes ‘“‘the big stores’’ or has business or 
social dealings with their proprietors, employees 
and attaches. 

A young spendthrift with an inheritance of 
$50,000 finds himself in the hands of the «beriff 
thru his generosity with the chorus girls and 
his bad luck thru the tips and schemes of two 
race track friends. When it really looks as 
tho he must work for his living his attorney 
notifies him that he will inherit $5,000,000 from 
an uncle if he will run bis uncle’s business for 
a year and show a profit at the eng of that 
time. He and his race track friends undertake 
the buxivess—Tom Eggert. the xpendthrift, as 
proprietor, and the race track fricnds as super- 
intendent and efficiency expert. The three pals 
find that the “faithful manager’ of the con- 
cern will come into the business if Tom falls 
to show the profit, and they belleve he bas so 
stacked the cards against them that they can- 
not win, so they determine to wreck the bus!i- 
ness and leave him nothing. Besides putting 
in one or-two cabarets, making a bosom friend 
of a clever sboplifter, hiring scores of lingerie 
models, who delighted them and certainly de- 
lighted the audience, the three pals stage @ 
movie play on their very counters; all of which, 
instead of wrecking the business, proves to be 
the moxt successful sort of advertising, and 
‘Tom Eggett finds himself at the end of the 
year with profits in spite of himeelf. 


Jack McGowan, as Tom Eggett, is an ex- 
tremely pleasing young actor, with a very good 
volce. The audience liked him at once, and 
kept on liking him until the final curtain. 

Vera Michelena plays the vampire with de- 
lightful touches of humor, Good to Jook at and 
a dancer of merit, she contributes much to 
the entertainment. Her dance with Fred Hille- 
brand, whose long, limber legs are as fuuny 
as anything in the show, is both colorful aod 
amusing. Alice Hills, as Ella Abbott. did some 
excellent character acting as a grotesque spin- 
ster not particularly good to look at. Later in 
the evening, transformed as to attire, she 
proved that she was far from being 80 gfo-

“Most people when they think of the eternal 
triangle have in mind two women and a man 
or else two men and a woman,"’ said Captain 
truce Bairnsfather, co-author of The Better 
‘Ole. recently, “but as a matter of fact there 
is another triangle that has figured almost as 
prominently in literature and on the stage as 
the more familiar one.

“It is rather singular, by the way, that I was 
born in India, like Kipling, and I was educated 
in the same school Where Kipling was educated 
—jn the school that he has made famous in 
Stalky & Company. But when I first drew my 
three musketeers of the trenches—Old Bill, 
Bert and Alf, who have come to life in The 
Better "Ole, I never once thought of Kipling’s 
soldiers three. 

“Old Bill and his two cronies, Bert and Alf, 
simply popped into my mind, and I had drawn 
them before I realized what I was doing. Here 
I had a trio of British ‘Tommies’ on my hands 
and it was ap to me to see that they were con- 
stantly kept. After they had been created for 
some time and had been amusing the British 
public in The London Bystander I suddenly 
realized that another soldiers three had come to 
life, quite different from Kipling’s British 
soldiers in India, but upholding, as his soldiers 
did, the traditions of the British army in the 
greatest war the world had ever seen, and, I 
hope, ever will see again. 

“So we see history unconsciously repeating 


Itself down the years."’

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Latest Changes in Bureau Management 


Frank A. Morgan Leases orSellsThe Mutual Bureau— 
Harry P. Harrison Tries To Buy the Mutual— 
The Redpath Closes Some Branch 
Offices — Merger Notes. 


During the past two weeks there has been 
much hurried effort and a great deal of urgent 
conversation in bureau managerial circles, as 
there have been a great many deals and counter 
deals pending all of which meant quick changes 
in lyceum affairs. In fact, the territorial map 
was changed about as fast as was the map of 
Europe during the war. 


After the smoke is all settled down there 
seems to be some results of this controversy, or 
better say managerial logrolling, that are now 
ip the form of fact. 


First, of course, was the fevered heat over 
the plans of the Mutual Lyceum Bureau. For 
some time there has been a persistent report 
going the rounds to the effect that the Mutual 
has been unusually bard bit by the “‘flu.”” It 
was said that the Mutual management would be 
unable to finance the agency force for the 
spring campaign for the 1919 and 1920 bookings. 

The turn came last week when J. M. Erick- 
son, of Caigary, Can., representing the El- 
I'xon-White forces and M. C. Turner, .of Dallas, 
Tex., came to the city and started negotiations 
for the purchase of the Mutual winter business. 
These negotiations were proceeding smoothly, 
when Harry P. Harrison got into the deal, nnd 
is said to have raised the ante from $15,000 
to $20,000. 

This brought about another complication, for 
Bob Morningstar, who bas personally booked 
the major part of all the Mutual’s Oklahoma 
and Kansas business, threw a monkey wrench 
into the machinery and declared that he would 
jump to the Federated System and sell the 
“Fed.”’ list of attractions in his territory 
rather than sell for the Redpath System, and 
Bob is a factor with which to reckon. 

Turner wanted Oklahoma, Kansas and Mis- 

souri to add to his Texas territory. Ellison 
& White wanted Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
apd the two Dakotas. They can use Iowa and 
Nebraska to get their attractions over, espe- 
cially the big ones, to break their jumps to 
the Coast. 
Yrank A. Morgan was a minister at In- 
‘anapolis, Ind., when he started as a humor- 
us lecturer; that must have been twenty years 
ago Hie then went to rte and was pastor 
of the Christian Church in that city. De sold 
lyeenm talent from there. He joined hands 
with Fred Benham, who had been selling a 
big circuit in Wisconsin, and they called this 
combination the Mutual Lyceum Bureau. Ue 
then moved to Chicago, and had his office in 
is home at 7ist street. He opened up his 
Loop headquarters, and has had m:uny chan-e 
since that time, Frank A. Morgan and Fred 
D. Ewell will continue to conduct the. Mutual 
summer chautauqua system, and we understand 
that it is in very good shape. 

The Redpath Bureau came up for a little 
change in its working plans. The report has 
been golng the rounds for weeks that owing 
to the fact that the office at Los Angeles has 
Leen hit so hard by the abnormal ‘‘fiu’’ con- 
Citions on the Coast that it would be good bus- 
iness to close the Redpath office at that point. 
liarry Minor bas kad charge of the Coast bus- 
iness for some time and is a capable bureau 
man, but as neither manager, talent, committee, 
or patron could control the ‘‘fu’’ this move was 
cee'ded for business reasons, 

Then there was tle situation down at Bos- 
ton, That office is reported to hare been doizg 
too little business to justify keeping it going. 
so it will be discontinued. The Redpath will 
leave Boston with sentimental regrets, no 
doubt, for Boston was the earliest stamping 
grounds of the bureau business. Years ago 
most everything in the lyceum, in the way of 
talent, came via Boston. It’s Ch'eeen no 

Then there was Pittsburg. What to do with 
that situation his puzzled the ‘“merg>rial”’ 
brain for some time. There was a report out 
that George Bord would drop out, or some 
deal put thru whereby he could be eliminated. 


But at present the Redpath-Brockway 
is on the map. 

During the days of wirepulling that have 
just closed there was much effort put forth to 
try to bring about a working merger. There 
was a great deal said about handling the Red- 
path, Coit-Alber lists as an interchangeable 
common commodity. 

As we get closer to the facts about the pro- 
posed merger we see more clearly that much 
of the Balm of Gilead which this angel of 
peace, bearing the cornucopia of plenty, wasn't

CHARACTERS IN COSTUME 
William Sterling Battis, of Chicago, 
Presents Leading Creations of 
Dickens—Careful Studies 
of a Great Author 


There’ is a tendency to get back to funda- 
mentals in lyceum and chautauqua work. The 
committee reports are being discussed as a 
means of bringing the real artists to their own. 
The press notices are gaining ground, and we 
may yet see the standbys uxe them as they 
should. It's a sbortx'ghted policy not to use 
Press notices. Where an attraction is worthy 
of pulling down a press notice worth reading 
it should be passed on. Llere is one that we 
just ran onto. It was published In The Oneonta, 
N. Y., Star, January 28, 1919: 

“If caught too much perhaps in the snare of 
a scholastic system which has required tbe pe- 
rusal of certain books the young wen and wom- 
en of today have come thru weariness to re- 
gard the reading of Dickens as a task, and so 
have missed the worth and niirth and glory of 
him, there was an excellent antidote for this 
perfunctory study of the great English author 
prevented in the series of characters which, 
with proper setting forth of costumes and fa- 
cial accessories, was given last evening at the 
Iligh School auditorium, The impersonator was 
William Sterling Battis of Chicago, and the 
oceasion was the third of the series of excel- 
lent entertainments which are given this winter 
in the Normal and Iligh Scheol course, While 
the atttendance was perhaps not the largest of 
the season, the interest has net on any previous 
oteasion been more sustained, and the general 
verdict of approval was W... deserved, 

“It is a fact which the student of Dickens 
is sure to note that in the main his characters 
ate caricatures—that their salient character- 
istics are not developed, but that from the 
first they are full grown emanations from the 
genius of the author. For this very reason, per- 
haps, they lend themselves better than those 
of other authors, as for example Thackeray or 
our own Hawthorne, to this sort of presenta- 
tion. Single epi-odes from the life of them 
are typical, and it needs only wise taste and 
fuir judgment in selection to visualize the char- 
acters at any period in their history. 

“Such judgment, joined with unusual skill 
in the actual impersonation, enabled Mr. Battis 
last evening to bring in living form before his 
audience Dickens himself in a selection. from 
Martin Chuzzlewit, Pecksn'ff, Captain Cuttle 
Micawber, Uriah Heap, Bill Sykes, Sam Weller, 
and several others. These charactertzations 
formed the earlier part of the night's program. 
A finer Dickens was presented in the final num- 
bers wherein were sbown the Inimitable pathos 
of the grandfather in the Death of Little Nell, 
and the passing of S'dney Carton in doubtle-s 
the finest piece of literature on all the Dick- 
ens shelf, A Tale of Two Citles. For these the 
audience was certainly under great obligation, 
so wonderfully well were they done, and it was 
not the applause but the hushed attention which 
was the highest tribute. Educationally in no 
lexs degree than as an entertainment the art 
of Mr, Battis is distinctly ‘worth while. 

“The next entertainment on the course will 
be given by the Boston Plilharmonic Orchestra 
on Wednesday evening, February 12."*

Who Was But Oné of the Thousands of 


God’s Noblemen Who Are 


tional Benefactors 


For years and years Frank W. Rose of Pied- 
mont, W. Va., had been one of the busy in- 
terested community workers of this counfry. 
Few lyeeum and chautauqua attractions ever 
came under his ken that he did not have a kina- 
ly word for them thru the columns of his splen- 
did, pewsy paper. Few dramatic companies ever 
visited Piedmont that Frank W. Rose was not in 
the andience to witness the performance. Few 
lectures or political speeches were given that 
be was not on the stage or close to it with note 
book and a kindly desire to say something en- 
couraging about the speech and the speaker. 


He was one of the few men who understood 
that m entertainment and in the effort to give 
expression to the aspirations of the heart that 
all such forms are a part of the better nature 
of man and tend towerd the better impulses 
of our nature, which works for loftier community 
vision and life. 

To have known Frank W. Rose was a privilege 
that the writer has for more than thirty years 
cherished. Thru all the lapse of, years and tho 
almost a thousand miles has, most of the time, 
separated us there has never been a time when 
we did not feel an inspirational thrill go thru our 
heart as we read his paper from week to week 
or, as sometimes was the case, from month to 
month. He had that strange power of giving 
a helping thought and a kindly word when it 
was most needed. Having himself been a 
wanderer far from home he seemd to know the 
human beart as few men know it. 

His paper was one of the ideal local com- 
munity publications that we have ever found in 
all our travels and studies of community better- 
ment. He was a conservative radical, a revolu- 
tionary reformer with the ideals of a dreamer 
and the good common sense of a practical busi- 
ness man—a rare combination. You would find 
bim at the council meeting, looking for news 
at the school board, or if there were a medi- 
cine show or a minstrel performance you would 
find him there. On Sunday he was at church or 
at a ball game. Wherever people were wont 
to gather there you found Frank W. Rose. 

With the very issue of the paper that carried 
the story of his death you could read in bis 
news columns much about the coming attraction 
on the local lyceum course.

The artists have been entertained in 
nearly every town, and many friendships have 
been made. Our chautauqua tents are a novelty, 
as the brown top tent has not before been seen 
in Australia, 


“Much credit is being given the Australian 
Quarantine Department, because for nearly three 
months they have succeeded in keeping the in- 
fluenza out of Australia, while New Zealand 
has suffered terribly. 


“The <Anstralians are splendid musicians— 
much better than are the Americans, Nearly 
everyone can sing, and does sing. On Peace 
Celebration Day I saw and heard 40,000 people 
singing one splendid anthem after another. Our 
American Doxology was used most frequently, 
but our American National Anthem was not 
sung so well as most of the otler anthems, for 
it is very difficult to sing.’’ 


From other sources we have learned "trom peo- 
ple now in Australia that there is not altogether 
smooth sailing, for the Australians are not as 
much enamored with the Americans as one 
might think. There is said to be a little feeling 
against us, and that we can understand. The 
ANZACS feel that America did not get into 
the war as soon as it might, or should have 
done. Their losses were terrible, and it is only 
natural that they should have a little sentiment 
of their own. The chautauquas will no doubt 
be a great blessing to both countries, for it will 
acquaint their people with our ways as nothing 
else could do. 

There is said to be some trouble over the 
contractural relations. That is natural, for it 
is something entirely new to have any business 
promoter go into a town, and in this case a new 
country, and have local people underwrite your 
It took years to educate America to 
this scheme.

PLAYING TO WINNERS 


Press Agent Stunt—Why Paint the 
Lily When Facts Would Be 
More Helpful 


By J, WILKINSON CROWTHER 


It is about time for carnival press agents 
to wise np to the fact that playing ‘‘winners” 
thm the columns of The *Tillboard,”” and in 
reality playing losers in the city, is more harm- 
fnl to the game than beneficiul to the show 
which they represent, 

Spurious publicity in a showmen's publication 
is smetimes detrimental to the business, and 
either directly or indirectly it is bound to do 
more barm than good. Press agents who re- 
sort to such methods take only into considera- 
tion the prestige it gives their respective shows. 

Show owners, agents ang con essionaires con- 
fult the columns of such a publication to ob- 
tain information pertaining to the business 
doings of caravans, What kind of information 
do they seek? Well, they are desirous of know- 
i ing what cities bave proven real money spots 
; for the carnival, the stands that have been rated 
as choice locations and have fallen below par. 
If Siwith experienced an unsuccessful week at 
Kanerville they would like to know why this 
particular town proved to be a failure, Was 
the show located badly, or was there sufficient 
money in circulation among the townspeople 
to warrant the show making that stand at that 
time of the season? Did the show suffer a lo-~ 
due to weather conditions? Was the carnival 
too large for the size of the town, or woul! 
a smaller show of the same calibre profit 
by making the town? These are facts that ar 
eorcht by the carnival folks which they do 
not secure. 

What they actually do receive from the press 
azteat’s gen are such phrases as these: Smith 
cleaned up at Kanesville—All shows and ries 
did a capacity business—Carnival grounds crowd- 
ed nightly—Biggest week the Smith Show has 
had this season, and the usual line of ‘‘bunk’’ 
that is accumulated to make a successful press 
acent’s week. 

Consecnently, showmen two weeks previous 
could have predicted that Smith would play n 
winner at Kanesville. How did they know it? 
Tom Jones, Smith’s press agent, had been play- 
ing to winners all season thru the columns of

the publication, and surely Smith would never 
allow Jones to picture a loser. Why, I wonder? 
Possibly Smith had conceived the mistaken idea, 
that with his shows playing the real money spots 
reekly via publicity, they wonld be in a posi- 
tion to allure show owners and concessionaires 
to book with a winning show. 

It is all very well to advertise your shows 
fin the rewsnaper as being the “greatest at- 
tractions’® that had ever played the city, but 
why attempt to mislead fellow troupers in‘o 
rn-re‘table territory by means of fictitious 
publicity. 

Playing to ‘“‘bloomers” does not always de- 
preciate the standard of a show, the best carn- 
fvals ip the country experience unsuccessful 
weeks, and the most logical and profitable 
action a press agent can adopt in such cases, is 
to set forth the true facts before the carnival 
world by means of the official organ. - 

If press agents would adopt a reliable pub- 
licity campaign, to be used in The Billboard 
during the coming season, their articles would

0. P. Hendershot in opening the sessions de-

ganization of members last year had been most 
encouraging in ‘his direction, hoping this year 
to perfect ap organization that wil] take better 
care of the Ittle fairs as well as those in the 
major league and whose co-operation would tre- 
sult in organization, efficiency and financial bet- 
terment. 

Incidentally be stated that he had been some- 
what of an opponent of carnival attractions, 
but that now he was thordly converted and 
an ardent believer in the lighter forms of 
amusement, stating that from personal exper- 
ence he realized that the patrons demanded 
entertainment and that free attractions and 
carnival shows were an absolute necessity for 
the snecessful operation of a fair. 

Mr, Parrott, of the Utah State 
gratulated Acting President W. L.

Mr. Cosgrove, of Billings Fair, spoke on the 
subject, giving it his hearty endorsement, and 
upon the motion of these two gentlemen tbe 
Inter-Mountain Fair Circuit leaped at once into 
vigorous manhood.

stead of that he got out the suggestion as a 
part of his news sheet (which, by the way, he 
originated and others are following) and in it 


he elaborated on our suggestion, Here is bis 
idea: 


‘Criticisms are not always pleasant, bot are 
most valuable. The Diberty Quartet bas been 
commented upon as not talking loudly enoagh 
in announcements and readings. Alice Ly- 
barger’s Berkeley Sextet was reported as using 
too much make-up, and the Strollers’ Quartet 
and Columbia Quartet as having some petty dis- 
fension among members These reports were 
sent in more as suggestions than critcisms and 
in every case the renorts commented fa- 
vorably upon the work of the company. Make-up 
ean be easily Icft off, announcements can be 
made louder, and the best way to remedy 
dissension is just to stop dissenting. Our gen- 
eral policy has been to prefer no make-up rather 
thee, a little too much."

Out of the past, a young, gay, romping past, comes The Climax to 
gladden a new generation of playgoers with its intrinsic charm and strong 
appeal, and it proves equal to the task. 

Plays have come and plays have gone since it was with us last. 
Styles in plays have changed and so have the tastes of audiences, but this 
delightful little wisp of a story, barely sufficient in these degenerate 
days for a one-act playlet and with a cast of four parts only, is filling 
the Comedy Theater daily to the utmost limit of its capacity. 

Effingham Pinto played in the original production, and he is just 
as boyish, buoyant and bustling as of yore. 

Walter Wilson takes the part of the lovable old singing teacher and 
gives the role a most subtle and sympathetic impersonation. 

Roy Walling has the part of the Doctor, which bristles with diffi- 
culties, and probably does as well with it as anyone could. My own im- 
pression is that his is the best impersonation, but its demands are too 
great for him to achieve popular endorsement. No actor could. If we 
say he lacks ardor as a lover how are we to expect him to uphold the 
Puritanical traditions of his heritage? If we criticize his too great dig- 
nity how is he to play the Doctor? And if we reproach him for not 
fitting into the Bohemian life what becomes of contrast? 

There has to be a goat, perhaps, and Walling’s part is that. Profes- 
sional people and a few discerning playgoers will recognize the complex 
difficulties he contends with and be inclined to award him high honors 
for doing as well as he does. But that must be his meager reward for 
a remarkable rendition. 

Eleanor Painter is made to order for the part of the heroine. She 
possesses the three great gifts necessary for the exacting role, i. e., mag- 
netic attractiveness, musical attainments of a high order and remark- 
able histrionic ability. 

Tho only a revival, The Climax promises to outlast many of the new 
and smart things that are now thriving amazingly on Broadway.—

Don’t Advertise Your Show Too Far Ahead—A 
Probable Decrease in Production 


By W. STEPHEN BUSH 


At the recent Mayors’ conference, held at 
Albany, N. Y., out of 104 heads of city govern- 
ments, no less than 97 were outspoken in favor 
of Sunday motion pictures. After reviewing 
the situation in the Legislature and allowing 
for the uncertainties in the average parlia- 
mentary body, I am prepared to say that the 
prospects of Sunday opening on a local option 
basis are much better this year than last, when 
the bill passing the Assembly died in the Senate. 
It is believed that Governor Smith is in favor 
of the bill just introduced by Senator Foley 
and that the will sign the bill if it reaches him, 
In the meantime public sentiment in favor of 
allowing the people harmless and innocent 
recreation and amusement on Sunday is gaining 
headway everywhere. Two such citadels of an- 
cient Puritanic prejudice as Elizabeth and 
Passaic have started Sunday pictures. The 
fact is that the people are beginning to resent 
the meddling tactics of minorities who seek to 
deprive them of rational enjoyment. Many of 
the most ardent advocates of prohibition favor 
the motion picture entertainment on Sundays, 
recognizing the immense debt which the anti- 
liquor movement owes to the motion picture 
theater. 


We are still getting letters indorsing The 
Billbeard’s stand on the injustice of smuggling 
“ads” into films for which the exhibitor pays 
and which he has to show to his public for the 
benefit of the producer and advertiser without 
getting any return whatever. 


While on the subject of advertising, I would 
like to say something on the folly of advertising 
your coming shows too far ahead. I have heard 
dozens upon dozens of complaints in and out of 
the theaters about advertising the coming shows. 
When you are visiting your theater on February

8 you are not absorbed by curiosity about what 
is going to be shown on the 15th or the 16th. 
Slides in slow succession advertising datly 
changes for a week or more from date are worse 
than a waste of time, because they tire your 
patrons and create a feeling of impatience. 
Three days ahead is about all your public cares 
for, and it’s about all they are going to burden 
their memories with. 


Many exhibitors these days are speaking of 
a probable decrease of production in the imme- 
diate future, and most of them, tho by no means 
all, view such an eventuality as an unmixed 
blessing. The present output of program pic- 
tures is about 75 per cent in excess of the de- 
mand. Just how this waste. is forced on the 
market week after week would make an inter- 
esting chapter. Nobody believes that this glut 
can last forever, and there are plenty of signs 
that it may end with more than one sudden 
erash. Never was time more opportune for first 
class special productions; the exhibitors are 
hungry for them and the public is willing to 
pay for them. One of the worst features of the 
present overproduction of program pictures is 
the way the ‘‘double feature’’ nights are in- 
creasing. There are neighborhoods, especially 
in the bigger cities where ‘“‘double features’ at- 
tract a clientele, but that is the exception. Too 
many of these double features are alike in 
theme and treatment. The strength of the 
motion picture show lies entirely in its variety. 
That’s why there is such a great revival of the 
demand for short pictures, An A-1 program pic- 
ture which is up to the standard of two or 
three years ago is a great rarity nowadays.

This picture falls far short of our expecta- 
tions. 

From the first scene to the last the discon- 
nected, almost incoherent story registers only 
confusion and gives us an aggravating sense of 
being buneoed, For these conditions the sce- 
nario author is entirely to blame. 

There is an utter disregard for natural se- 
quence, thé picture showing nothing but a series 
of episodes, each reel terminating in a climax 
that is conclusive, the {interest ending there. 
The next situation must be rebuilt on another 
tack, and, tho the same hero figures in all 
these instalments, he falls to attract sympathy 
as the story is far too illogical to convince. It 
is, indeed, unfortunate that our magnetic actor, 
Dustin Farum, who made such an tmpression In 
The Light of Western Stars, should have thrust 
“pon him this mediocre scenario, which savors 


of cheap melodramas, with the ubiquitous hero 
ever rendy at the psychological moment to floor 
the villain and save the heroine, 


Ang it is incomprehensible that an experienced 


director would permit such glaring incongruities 
to crop up as, for instance, the bridegroom 
does not investigate his tiide’s death, but ac- 


cepts the villain’s statement, goes away with- 
out making preparations for her burial, this 
despite the fact that he had previously fired her 
only shelter, 

From the standpoint of scenic beauty the 
picture is without a rival, for all the wonders 


of the open country are graphically shown. 
Lighting arrangements, too, are especially at- 
tractive, the play of camp fires, the outline 
against the window curtain, coming of dawn 


and many other equally fine samples of camera 
work. There is much wild riding and barroom 
brawls, but fortunately only a flash or two of 
dance hall women and their degrading asso- 
clates. 

Josep Dowling gave a realistic portrayal of 
the old ferryman, The rest of the cast were 


only fair, the women not being particularly 
fascinating. Dustin Farnum has never ap- 
peared quite so fit, apparently having lost 


weight, and his movements are less cumbersome, 
Given the proper acting opportunities he would 
give a better account of himself. 
THE WOMAN'S POINT OF VIEW 

For the love of Mike why spoil the reputation 
of this popular screen star with such a rank 
scenario, which holds neither charm nor appeal.

The char 
acter of the girl does not arouse any sympathy, 
for apparently she follows that style of life 
from inclination. That she tries to rise from 
her lowly environment is to her credit, but 
there are too many oldtime tricks practiced, 
and much reverting to scenes that have gong 
before. The hero puts up at least three sti@ 
fights with the gunmen, which makes the 
whole affair rather tame from its constant repe- 
tition. Priscilla Dean visualizes the conflicting 
emotions of the gutter rose, and it is a relief 
to see her free from the catlike clawing sa 
much indulged in in other pictures. But she ig 
fitted by nature and temperament for a higher 
grade of work and the crook play has happily 
worn out its welcome. 

Leon Chaney conveyed the despicable traits of 
the cheap gunman, his face wicked enough to 
fill one with terror, Spottiswoode Alken, in @ 
typical character makeup, worked bard to ine 
fuse a semblance of reality into the role of 
the grasping old ‘“‘fence.”’ 

As far as local atmosphere is concerned the 
production Is adequate.

Baltimore, Feb. 8.—George Oliver Smith, for 
the the past several years business manage: 
of the Greater Sheesiey. Shows, died at St. 
Joseph Hospital, this city, today, after an ill- 
ness of seven days. Death was caused by pneu- 
thonia following Influenza, which developed dur- 
ing the illness of the late James Daugherty, 
who succumbed to the disease ten days ago.

at his bedside when the end came. Mr. Smith 
was a member of Pacific Lodge, Masons; also 
a Noble of the Mystic Shrine, of Mecca Temple 
and the Showmen’s League, all of New York; 
also the B. P. 0. Elks, of Talladega, Ala. He 
ig survived by a mother and two sisters, whu 
reside in Detroit, Mich. . 

At the present writing no decision has been 
made as to where the remains will be laid to 
rest, but it is probable that they will be sent 
to Detroit for interment.

Sam K. Hodgdon was the next witness, and 
stated that be was 65 years old at his last 
birthday. Examined by Mr, Walsh Mr, Modgdon 
said that altho be was manager of the United 
Bovking Offices his duties at present were rather 
ef a clerical nature. He had been emploved 
by the Keith interests for thirty-five rears, and 
had been with the United Booking Office ever 
since it was organized. Asked ‘to explaim the 
business of the U. B. O, Mr, Hodeden said 
that the organization was for the benefit of 
the manager and the artist. 

Q. What does the beoking office charge the 
actor fer the booking service? 

A. Five per cent. 

At this point Mr. Kelly asked the examiner 
to bar Harry Mountford from furtier_participa- 
tion in the proceeds, He suid that the respon- 
dents were not beirg aceerded due process of 
law, saying they had been denied the r consti- 
tutional rights, where the accenser is sittizg as 
counsel, accuser and judge. Mr. Fcl'r chlected 
te the manner in which Mr. Meuntford bad in- 
jected himself into the case, that it h-d made 
it impossible for the ends cf justive to be at- 
tuined, and denied the right of any tribunal to 
conduct such proceedings, :nd Le farther asked 
that the entire investigat’-n te dismissed, but 
this was denied by the Exar ‘ner, (At this 
juncture Mr. Walsh, the coun-el for the Federal 
Trades Commission, invited Mr. Mountford to 
bring a chair over and sit br h’s site.) 

Mr. Hodgdon explained, as far 2s he was able, 
the method of the so-called bic-ttme branch of 
the U. B. O. “Recentir,” be declared, “Weber 
and Fields worked for the Keith VaucertVe Cir- 
cuit and received $3,000 a week. In 184 they 
Played at the old Keith Theater in Boston for 
$40 a week. After finishing tuetr first week's 
engagement we got them for $°0 the second 
week. because they had no piace to go. 

“The Cohan Family worked in those early 
days of vaudeville for $150 a week, and this 
Was considered very good pay, only first-class 
acts drawing as much, 

“‘Now, in my opinion, George M. Cohan onght 
to be worth $2,500 at the present time, Sarah 
Bernhardt received $4,000 a week, I believe, the 
last time she was booked by cur office. Prior 
to that she received $7,000 a week,”’ 


The B. F. Keith Vauderille Exchange has two 
offices, M. Hodgdon explained. The upstairs of- 
fice books big-time acts and the downstairs 
ofice books small time. In rhe ob'en dass, he 
said, there were from eizit to fourteen shows 
a day in a vaudeville hou-e, This number hos 
now been reduced to not more than four or 
five in any of the Keith theaters, 


In the years from 1884 to 1894 most of the 
booking was done by correspondence, Mr. Hode- 
con told the commission, Ife stid he was then 
connected with the Keith Botton Theater.
